That the ranks of the vetarane of the
Civil war are fast thinning out and that it
is but n matter of & few years when Lhey
all will bave answered thelr last roll oall,
s shown by the annual reportof the com-
missioner of pansions, J. L. Davenport,
During the fiscal year ended Juna 30,
1010, 35312 peosioned survivors of the
rebellion died. There wers ndded to the
pension rolls the names of 3 967 nmaking s
net reduction for the year of 31,345, This
Ipaves remaining upon the pension rolls
2015 Civll war soldiers and it isevident,
that withio the pext fow years the grest
majority of them will have passed away.

These veterans howsver, make up but
little more than hall the entire list of
pensioners of this government, for there
are altogether 921,083 names on the list
the others being widows, minor children
and other relatives of soldiers of the wars
from the Revolution to the Spanish war.

So that even wilh the passing of the
survivors of the Civil war, there will re-
main & yery counsiderable pension list,
though smull in comparison with (hat
which bas boen sustained for twenty-five
years and more.
